Demands For War 
Production Chief 


Are Turned Down 


‘All Armed Forces Warned To Be At Concert 
Pitch By Sept. 1, Prime Minister Tells - 
House Of Commons _ ' 


LONDON, July 29.—(CP)—Prime Minister Churchill 
warned Britain today of the possibility of a German inva- 
sion attempt in September, rejected demands for appoint- 
ment of a minister of war production and spoke “with con- 
siderable regret” of the severance of diplomatic relations 
with nazi-associated Finland. 


“The invasion season is at hand,” he said. “All armed 
forces have been warned to be at concert pitch by Sept. 1 
and to maintain the utmost. vigilance.” 


The prime minister warned the nation to “be on guard 
equally against pessimism and optimism,” but said the Bri- 
tish people should be heartened by “the magnificent strength 
and courage of Russia and by the attitude of the United 
States, which, he said, “is advancing in rising wrath and 
conviction to the very verge of war.” 


Cannot Expect Russia, U.S. To Win War 


He added that “it is madness to suppose that Russia or 
the United States is going to win the war for us.”

The foreign office announced that Finland had broken 
relations with Britain, which 17 months ago sent her cash 
and war materials for her 1939-40 fight with Soviet Russia. 


Finland Status Not Explained 


Mr. Churchill did not say whether Finland would be 
regarded formally as a German ally in her new war against 
the Red army. 

The prime minister answered demands that he appoint 
a minister of production with a blunt challenge to the House 
to take a vote on the question. 


Mr. Churchill declared that the Battle of the Atlantic, 
“although far from being won, has partly through Ameri- 
can intervention moved impressively in our favor.” 


Other credits on the British war ledger, he said, were 
the breaking of German air supremacy and the reduced 
number of German air attacks on Britain. . 


Nazi Resources Forbid Relaxation 


“But the worst is not over,” he added. “The vast mass 
of destructive munitions which they (the Germans) have 
made or captured, the courage, skill and audacity of their 
striking forces, the rithlessness of their centralized war 
direction . . . the resources of many lands which may to 
some extent become available to them forbid the slightest 
relaxation.” 


Appointment of a minister of production “would be a 
farce and a fraud on the public,” Mr. Churchill said, be- 
cause it would be merely a nominal office and would cause 
delay and would undermine ministerial responsibility. 


If the British people are convinced by ‘‘those to whom 
it has given confidence that the system is working well and 
emoothly, a change for the sake of change is to be depre- 
cated,” he said.

—A senate naval committee re-

Bacon Shipments 
To Be Increased

OTTAWA, July 29.--A new Can- 

adian-British bacon agreement has 
been completed in all details ex- 
cept price, it was learned today 
and it will involve a 30 per cent 
increase in shipments to the United 
Kingdom in the coming year. 

The present agreement, second 
signed with Britain since the war 
started, was for 425,000,000 pounds. 

It will be cleaned up by the mid- 
dle of September, under present 
rate of shipments, 

The new agreement will be for 
600,000,000 pounds of bacon and 
will probably be inaugurated 
within six weeks, The price will 
likely be in the neighborhood of 
19 cents a pound, perhaps bigher. 

The 1940-41 agreement started 

with a basic price of 80 shillings 
per hundred pounds, which meant a 
Canadian seaboard price of $15.82, 
but the price has advanced steadily, 
chiefly under U.S. pressure all sum- 
mer and now stands at $19.60.

Troop Carriers 


Two of Canada’s newest and 
largest commercial transport air- 
planes, the Lockheed Lodestars 
which have been operated recent- 
ly by Yukon Southern Air Trans- 
port between Edmonton, White- 
horse and Vancouver. are to be 
stripped of their luxurious ap- 
pointments and fitted out as troop 
carriers for the British govern- 
ment in Egypt. 

The planes have been requested 
by the British government and are 
being turned over by Yukon South- 
ern. In sacrificing the recently pur- 
chased 14-passenger Lodestars, 
Grant McConachie, president of 
Y.S.A.T. said, “In appreciation of the 
needs of the nation and despite our 
increasing traffic to the north, we 
are prepared to do everything in our 
power to further the war effort.” 

The planes are fitted with extra 
large gas tanks, required for the 
long northern flights, and for this 
reason are especially suited for 
troop carriers. They normally carry 
14 passengers and a crew of three, 
but when stripped of special fit- 
tings may carry more soldiers, They 
are equipped with the most modern 
radio and two engines of 1,100 hp. 
each, 

In order to maintain their nigh 
standard of service in the north, 
Yukon Southern have made ar- 
rangements to replace the planes 
with two Lockheed 14's, supplied 
by Trans-Canada Air Lines, of the 
type used on their main line runs,

Such decathlon eating. records 
would be merely a_ pleasantly 
human counterweight to Nazi asce- 
ticism if the factory girls in Piraeus 
and the shop e!erks in Athens were 
not fainting repeatedly at work for 
lack of sufficient nourishment. 

Every restaurant from Alexan- 
dropolis to Kalamata has its own 
incredible German eating records, 
Floca’s, a famous eating place in 
Salonika — the city whose only 
flour mill was burned down the 
night before the Nazis entered— 
fs still talking about five Germans 
who demanded five orders of 
bacon-and-eggs with three eggs in 
each. At the time eggs were ob- 
tainable only smuggled, at 12 
cents each—about five times the 
normal price. 

When the Germans finished the 
first order they commanded an- 
other. After that they. con»manded 
a third, stil] with three eggs upon 
each plate. Before invariable suc- 
cessions of rounds of sundaes, they 
insisted on having two large otders 
of ham apiece. This was at a time 
when the market places were lit- 
erally bare to the boards and the 
writer was unable, regardless of 
cost, to get anything but string 
beans, cherries and bread.

WHOLESALE ORDERS 

For several weeks it was impos- 
sible. for restaurants even under 
threat of imprisonment to supply all 
the food the Germans wished to eat. 
In order to be sure that the Reich- 
swehr's strength did not fade, the 
stadtkommandatur farmed out 
wholesale orders to Greek middle- 
men, The writer has studied several 

such wholesale orders. They say no- 
thing about price. 

Price is never an object to the 
Reichswehr because it prints its 
own money wherever it goes and 
its bayonets do the legalizing. The 
orders I read stated merely that a 
given quantity of certain food art. 
icles would be obtained by a given 
date and the Germans would. pay 
the cost of purchase, upkeep and | 
transport en route to Athens and 
cost of delivery and distribution. 
The eventual total of all the charges 
was airily left unmentioned. What- 
ever it was it would be met—from 
the piles of freshly printed “Reich- 
smrediikassenscheine” (occupational 
marks). 

The large supply of tinned beef 
and other food left behind by 
the retreating British for the 
American Red Cross was taken 
away from the custody of Direc- 
tor Paul Thorn by the clique 
of Germanophile Greek generals 
whe preceded Gen. George 
Teolakogiou’s government, 

When the American relief man 
tried to recover the food for dis- 
tribution in refugee quarters in 
Piraeus and Athens, where rickets 
and malnutrition are rampant, he 
was turned down with the bluntest 
discourtesy. Later two truckloads 
of the same food were distributed 
by the Germans in the same sub- 
urbs while Nazi cameramen ground 
busily.

LONDON, July 29—(AP)—Fol- 
lowing is a partial text of Prime 
Minister Churchill's speech in the 
House of Commons today: 

On Jan. 22 of this year I explain- 
ed to the house the system of ad- 
ministration and production it was 
proposed to adopt. That is the sys 
tein which we have followed since, 
and it is the system to which in gen- 
eral and in principle I propose to 
adhere. 

Changes in personnel are en- 
joined from time to time by the 
march of events, and the duty of 
continual improvement. Changes 
of machinery are enjoined by ex- 
perience, and naturally while we 
live we ought to learn. 

Change is agreeable to the human 
mind and gives satisfaction—some- 
times short-lived—to ardent and 
anxious public opinion. 

As parliament on the whole is 
convinced, and those to whom it 
has given its confidence are con- 
vinced, that the system is working 
smoothly, then change for the sake 
of change is to be deprecated in 
war time. 

ALTERING SYSTEM 

If we are to be perpetually alter- 
ing our system we may achieve the 
appearance of energy and reform not 
only at the expense of the authority 
of the individua)] but to the detri- 
ment at the full working of the 
machinery and heavy cost in output 
itself... 

In my capacity as minister of 
defence I prepared for the war cabi- 
net during the first three months of 
this year a revised general scheme 
bringing together the whole of our 
munition production and whole of 
our import program and prescribing 
the just and reasonable targets at 
which we ought to aim.., 

The general scheme received final 
approval by the war cabinet on 
March 31 and therefore became 
mandatory, . 

Execution of this scheme on the 
ministry side is confided to the 
three great supply departments 
with the admiralty, ministry of 
supply and ministry of aircraft 
production. 

Work has been parcelled out and 
it remains for them to do it. 

The picture so Juridly drawn of 
chaotic and convulsive struggles of 
the three supply departments with- 


{| out guidance or design is one which 


will no doubt be pleasing to our 
enemies ’but happily has no relation 
to the facts. 

The question arises, however 
whether in their execution of the 
approved scheme the three supply 
departments have been wanting in 
energy or, through excess of zeal, 
have quarrelled with each other or 
trespassed on each other's domains 


INSTANCES OF FRICTION 

There are no doubt instances of 
friction on the fringes of these 
powerful organizations, but I do not 
believe they bear any proportion 
worth mentioning to their individ- 
ual and concerted efforts . 

At the point which we have now 
reached in our munitions develop- 
ment almost all firms and fac- 
tories are working under complete 
contre! of the gevernment at ful- 
filment ef an approved and con- 
certed program. 

There are no doubt a number of 
minor aspects of our national life 
which have not yet been effectively 
regimented, but when and as they 
are wanted their turn will come 

We are not a totalitarian state, but 
we are steadily, and I believe, as 
fast as possible working ourselves 
into a tote) war organization. 


TIGHTENING UP 

We are always trying to tighten 
up and make more precise and more 
definite the work of our purchasing 
commissions in the United States. 

I should certainly not pretend that 

there is not a great deal of room for 
improvement and refinement but it 
would be @ mistake to suppose the 
efficiency of our purchasing com- 
missions under the supreme control 
of Mr. Purvis (Rt. Hon, Arthur B. 
Purvis of Montreal) has not reached 
a very high level or that it is not 
constantly being shaped and sharp- 
ened, 
A year ago, six months ago. there 
were a lot of troubles and discord- 
ancies, bu! latierly, although again 
I should be the first to hear of them, 
my information is that they have 
very largely died away.

ON ANY OTHER KIND 
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A Tale From The Sea 


Signor Mussolini's fighting forces 
may be running in hard luck, but his 
publicity men are still going strong. 
Last week they méssed up a British- 
Allied convoy in the Mediterranean pro- 
perly, sank seven or etght merchant 
ships, a couple of destroyers, a cruiser, 
an airplane carrier, and did miscellane- 
ous damage to various other craft. It 
was a good story for consumption by 
low-spirited Fascists. 

Now comes the news that the convoy 
arrived safely at Alexandria or wher- 
ever it was going, no merchant ships 
lost and only one destroyer missing. 
Also that Il Duce lost a submarine, vari- 
ous assorted surface vessels, and a siz- 
able squadron of airplanes in the three- 
day fighting. So the 70,000 tons of 
British shipping reportedly destroyed 
drops to zero, while loss of the Fearless 
is balanced by a dozen Italian planes, a 
torpedo boat and a submarine destroyed, 
and others of all three classes probably 
damaged. 

This invention of a Fascist victory 
was not without a purpose. Benito’s 
followers are badly in need of some 
cheer-up talk, and the non-Fascist 
Italians of something to quell their pro- 
tests that the war has been a total loss 
for Italy. Enthusiasm must be at a 
pretty low ebb, and anti-war sentiment 
threatening, when the fiction brigade 
has to be set to inflate the national 
morale with such fantastic sea stories. 


Back On The Job 


The Malaya is back at sea again. 
Where it is, and when it went back, are 
naval secrets. The repairs completed, 
information is given out that the ship 
narrowly escaped destruction when 


struck by a torpedo off the coast of 
Africa something more than three 


months ago. Only its exceptional con- 
struction saved the vessel, and enabled 
it to limp across to the Brooklyn navy 
yard, where weeks of round-the-clock 
work were needed to put it in shape for 
service. 

Had United States yards not been 
open to damaged British warships, the 
Malaya would probably have been fin- 
ished off by another submarine, or by 
air bombers, before it could reach Gib- 
raltar or Cape Town. The privilege of 
having repairs made in United States 
yards was extended to Britain under 
the lease-lend arrangement, and the re- 
storation of this capital ship adds an- 
other item to the record of assistance 
for which Britain and its allies are in- 
debted to President Roosevelt. 

The almost unbelievable fact is that 
the torpedo which made a “mess” of the 
interior of the Malaya neither killed nor 
wounded any of the crew—which prob- 
ably numbered 2,000 men. 

Those two or three generations back 
who thought an “iron” ship could not 
float, would be dumb-founded by the 
news that one of them with a gaping 
hole in its side and a small lake in its 
interior crossed the Atlantic ocean un- 
der its own power. 


It Isn't A Blitz 


Dove-tailing together the official 
reports from both sides, the fighting 
line on the eastern front must be as 
crooked as the coastline of Norway 
with its fiords and promontories. Mos- 
cow admits that Nazi panzer units have 
pushed ahead here and there far in 
advance of the infantry; and Hitler's 
communiques admit that between these 
projecting spearheads are pockets of 
Russian forces desperately counter- 
attacking the supports and communica- 
tion lines. 

A few days ago Berlin explained that 
these advance Russian forces were in 
process of being encircled and would 
be destroyed one by one. But that 
theory broke down and has been tacitly

Time To Clamp Down 


Between May ist and June 1st the 
cost of living index moved up 1.1 points, 
according to the official tabulation of 
the Bureau of Statistics. It has been 
going up since, if price advances here 
and there in the list of necessities are 
not wholly deceptive. 

As the same time, and as a natural 
consequence, there are widening de- 
mands for cost-of-living bonuses and 
pay increases. The finding that railway 
employees need $1.93 cents more per 
week to offset the increased cost is a 
nation-wide illustration of the reaction. 

What these movements mean is that 
inflation is beginning to make itself ap- 
parent, despite the controls thus far 
employed to prevent such a _ develop- 
ment. The obvious and very necessary 
remedy is further preventive action, 
whether by extending the controls sys- 
tem, by cutting down the production of 
luxuries, or by other effective means. 

To neglect such measures would be 
to let prices and wages race upward, 
with prices always in the lead and 
wages struggling to keep up, but never 
succeeding. Such has been the history 
of inflation everywhere, and must al- 
ways be the case. Price agreements 
and wage disagreements are inevitable 
side results, with the wage-earner al- 
ways getting the worst of it. 

Inflation benefits nobody except a 
greedy minority to whom no considera- 
tion is due. It dislocates business, dis- 
rupts industry, increases the hazards 
and worries of life for people in ever 
class and calling. Economically the ef- 
fects of a price-wage war would be 
worse than war taxes, and would make 
the paying of war taxes doubly diffi- 
cult. That tendency should be stopped 

before it gets inak ae under way.

Strength of Russian Army Was 
Unpleasant Surprise 
For Tokyo 


By HAROLD L. WEIR 

There is no doubt at all that Japan’s 
acquisition of naval, air and military bases 
in southern Indo-China enormously im- 
proves her position for the coming show- 
down in the Pacific. 

It is true that possession of Camranh 
Bay and other facilities in this area will 
not enable her’ to operate immediately 

‘ from these points against 
British, Dutch and Amer- 
ican possessions, It will 
require a good many 
months of hard work to 
make these places bases 
instead of mere anchor- 
ages. Meanwhile, the 
British, Dutch, Chinese 
and Americans will use 
the intervening time to 
strengthen their own de- 


the fundamental 
Harold L. Welt advantage for the- Japan- 
ese is still there. 

It is impossible to ignore.the fact that 
this move into Indo-China pushes Japan’s 
advance base of operations 700 miles 
nearer Singapore, Malaya and Burma and 
at the same time adds immeasurably to the 
strategic difficulties of Dutch East Indies 
defence. 

This latest Japanese trick is infinitely 
more serious in its implications than the 
earlier invasion of Tongking in the north- 
western part of the French colony. That 
earlier invasion was for the purpose of 
severing the supply line to China and of 
forcing the Indo-Chinese government into 
economic and political subservience. 

The present move, however, has the 
objective of driving a deep wedge into the 
Anglo-American-Dutch defences in the 
South Pacific and providing a much more 
suitable jumping-off place for further 
aggression in that area. 

Indeed, this present aggression is mean- 
ingless and profitless without the corollary 
of subsequent attack on our possessions or 
those of our allies. 


Only Siam Left 


It has worried Japan for some time 
that her existing bases of Formosa and 
Hainan were too far from her ultimate 
objectives, especially Singapore, to make 
a quick stroke possible, 4 

Now the only remaining buffer is little 
Siam. 

In spite of ingistent and furious pres- 
sure the Siamese government has so far 
refused to surrender bases or join in 
Japan's new order. 

With considerable just'.e and logic, 
the Siamese have been moved to wonder 
how the Japs could reasonably pretend to 
establishment of a “new order” when they 
have not yet mastered the intricacies of

Siam, of course, is linked economically 
with Britain and perhaps Britain would 
not choose to stand idly by if the Japanese 
should move into that highly strategic 
country. . 

This fact may delay the progress of 
Japan's planned aggressions in the Pacific. 


Dangerous Gamble 


It is quite clear that the Japanese are 
moving into Indo-China on the assump- 
tion that neither Britain nor the United 
States has any intention of going to war 
over the French colony. 

It is a desperate gamble, of course. For 
while there has been no indication of 
British or American armed resistance, the 
fact still remains that there was never @ 
better chance for the Allies to cal] Japan's 
hand than now while her powerful friend 
Hitler is engaged with the Russians. 

The Japanese, apparently, are con- 
vinced that the very worst result may be 
the economic reprisals already imposed by 
Britain and America, They say they can 
weather the economic storm thus raised 
against them

Afraid of Russians

themselves with the Russians and thus 
fairly invite the British and Americans to 
Oust them from Indo-China. 

Probably, so far as Russia is concerned, 
their military policy will be one of watch- 
ful waiting and of putting themselves in 
the best possible position to jump in any 
direction where the best opportunities 
present themselves, 

They are deeply conscious of the fact 
that Russia has at least 50 divisions, 2,000 
tanks and 1,500 planes ready for action 
against them in the Far East. 

Moreover, they have been strongly im- 
pressed by the success of the Russian 
forces fighting Germany. This Russian 
stand against Hitler appears to cor- 
Toborate the impression they themselves 
gained of the toughness of the new Rus- 
Sian army with which they were fighting 
On the Manchukuan frontier two years 
ago.

It seems to be the final moral blow to 
Vichy France that this Russian nation,

impressive record in big time golf. 

Huot, a volatile French-Canadian, started playing in tournaments in 
1930. He won Quebe Open in 1934 with a 36 hole—143. Won Canadian 
Professional championship with a 279 for 72 holes. Was leading Canadiar: 
pro in 1932 and 1935 setting new competitive course record of .67 at 
Summerlea Club. Led field in 1936 Los Angeles Open for 36 holes,“and 
finished with a 286, including a new competitive record of 66. 

In 1937 Huot won the General Brock. Open at Niagara Falls with a 
280, five strokes less than Craig Wood took the previous year. He also 
get a new course record of 66 and it was the first time since 1916 that a 
Canadian had triumphed over U.S. competition. 

In 1939 Huot won the Canadian Professional championship. Last fall 
Huot with a 282, finished two strokes back of Stan Leonard, the champion. 


Horne and Huot have been playing together as a best-ball team 
in the East for some years, Stan contributing the youth and Jules 
the experience. In 1940 they scored a notable victory in the Miami 
Invitation four-ball when they defeated the favored American team 
of Ben Hogan and Lawson Little. 


Horne is a jaunty young pro who came up the hard way, as a‘caddy 
and assistant at Fonthill, Niagara peninsula. He has won the special prize 
for low Canadian in the Canadian Open in 1937, 1939 and 1940, and was 
second to Gene Sarazen in the Lake Placid Open in 1938. 

One of his best performances came in the star-studded Miami Open 
field in 1938, when he led through the early rounds and wound up with 
fourth prize money.

“A year ago, I was travelling from Edmonton to Calgary in a beautiful 
parkland country containing some magnificent lakes surrounded by ever- 
green trees. These lakes, in my opinion, should have been attractive to 
ducks as there were plenty of cane reeds, soft-stemmed bulrushes and 
other aquatic vegetation. But the fact is that the duck population was 
extremely low, and it was difficult for me, to understand why. On one 
of these lakes I cupped water with my hand and noticed how clear and 
sparkling it was, with no sign of water beetles or other aquatic fauna. 
Indeed, I had a goad long drink of very refreshing water from this lake. 


“The following day I had occasion te drive south-east of Leth- 
bridge to Crow Indian Lake, in Etzikom Coulee. 1 knew. when I was 
getting close to the lake, as I could smell it a couple ef miles away! 
The open water here is about three-quarters of a mile Jeng and half 
a mile wide, and there were plenty of ducks in view. The marsh 
extended for about 8 miles west of the clear water. Aquatic vege- 
tation was not heavy, and there were plenty ef epen spaces for the 
ducks. Never have I seen so many ducks concentrated in ene place 
as on the marsh area of Crow Indian lake. 


“Why should they be there? The water is strongly alkaline, and the 
lake is far out on the prairie with not a tree for 50 miles. The water is 
dirty and smells badly, but the ducks and their numerous broods quite | 
evidently loved it. 

“Again, 1 cupped my hand to examine the water, and this time there 
seemed to be so many water fleas and other aquatic life per cubic centi- 
metre, that there was hardly any room for H20. Apparently, that is the 
reason why the ducks Like these prairie sloughs containing alkaline water | 
and do not like the beautiful foothill lakes with nice, clear, sparkling | 
water. There is plenty of food in the former and mighty little in the 
latter. 

“In studying a cross section from the mountains through to the 
central prairie region, my observations, mentioned above, 
corroborated. We found the population increased from zero per acre on 
water in the mountains to a maximum average of 16 per acre away out| 
in the bald-headed prairie in the vicinity of Hanna, Alberta. Of course, 
when the water gets too alkaline, there is little aquatic life in it and, | 
therefore, few ducks use it. Apparently, there is an optimum alkalinity 
that produces the greatest density of aquatic fauna and, therefore, attracts 
the maximum number of ducks.”

ENTHUSIASM 

Both expressed enthusiasm for the 
new development and Wing Officer

“You start with a plan to train 
2.000 women in nine trades,” she 
said. “By the end of the year women 
will be enlisting for double that 
number of trades.” 


Women in Britain were enlisting |

“We are taking in 
160 cooks a week, and graduating 
40 officers every two weeks for ac- 
tive service,” said Wing Officer 
Crowther, who lives in London.

IRAH. Nurses 
Hear Talk By 
Laura Allyn 


One-third of the way up to Cal- 
cutta from Madras in that far-off 
country of mystery, India, lies Pit 
hapuram, for many just a strange 
name but for Miss Laura Allyn and 
her sister Dr. Jessie Allyn the set- 
ting of their many years of service. 

Talking informally to graduates 
and students at the Royal Alex- 
andra Hospital, Miss Allyn, who is 
herself a graduate of that school, 
shared with her interested audience 
a few of her experiences garnered 
through 23 years of service as a 
missionary nurse in Pithapuram. 
With her sister Dr. Allyn, who has 
spent 35 years as a physician among 
the people of India, Miss Allyn is 
back in Canada to remain, 

To illustrate he; talk Miss Allyn 
showed interesting slides of her 
work in India. The pictures were 
taken by Dr. Allyn 

It was in the year 1912. in appreci- 
ation of medical aid that the mis- 
sionary doctor at Pithapuram ren- 
dered to the M&harajah’s wife, this 
rich man built a hospital in the little 
town . . a hospital for women of 
all castes and religions.” 

To that hospital, which today has 
a hundred beds and a staff of two 
or three Indian assistant doctors, 
eight Indian staff nurses, three 
nursing sisters from foreign coun- 
tries and one foreign doctor, went 
great. numbers~of the suffering, 
sOme directly contrary to the beliefs 
of their religions. Curlous as it may 
seem, Dr. Allyn and her sister were 
classed as a “foreign” physician and 
a “foreign” nurse. 


TRAINING SCHOOL 

As well as o large medica) ward. 
a surgical ward, a children’s ward. 
a private ward and a maternity 
ward, the hospital at Pithapuram 
has also a nurses’ training schoo) in 
connection with it. Classes at the 
schoo] have as many as 45 Indian 
girls enrolled in one year. The In- 
dian doctors receive their training 
at the United Missionary Medical 
School for women at Vellore, 80 
miles from Madras. 

Conditions in a hospital are not 
what they are in a hospital in our 
country, according to Miss Allyn 
There is no running water, hot or 
cold, and water must be drawn 
from wells and carried into the 
hospitals. In that country, too.

medical aid and the Christian mea- 
ical doctor and nurse have to iy} 
to break down these superstitions | 
which constitute such a barrier | 
health 

The nurses, too, provided a strik- 
ing contrast to our own. Each 
wears a uniform but how different 
they are, with their six or seven 
yards of white cloth draped like a 
toga and worn with a white blouse

caps at the very back of their 
heads. One of the worst punish- 
ments that can be applied is to 
take away from a nurse her cap for 
it has a special significance to her.

This js the peach season—with one 
of the biggest crops in years. Yellow 
peaches are a good source of vita- 
min A. Both yellow and white are 
a favorite source of eating pleasure. 
"No matter which kind you buy, 
look carefully at its complexion~ 
the real backgrolind color of the 
peach skin under its rosy martk- 
ings. It should be whitish-green 
or yellowish, If it’ is dark green, 
however, the peach may’ never 
ripen satisfactorily, but. instead, 
shrivel, be tough and have little 
flavor. 

Avoid peaches with brown spols 
of peach rot, worm holes and 
growth cracks. Firm-ripe peaches 
are usually the best buy. If you 
plan to eat the fruit the same day, 
softeripe peaches are satisfactory. 

To maké a peach pie, follow the 
general method for apple _ pie. 
Peach dumplings, always popular, 
are simple to prepare. For an in- 
dividual dessert, roll out pastry 
dough in rounds about the size of 
a fruit plate. In the center, pui 
a peeled peach with the pit re 
moved. Sprinkle the peach with 
a mixture of sugar, cinnamon and 
a few grains of salt. Dot with 
butter and lift up and press the 
edges of the dough together, Put 
in greased muffin tins and bake 
in moderate oven (350d. to 375d. F.) 
for about an hour. Serve very hoi 
with or without sauce or whipped 
cream, 


RIPE PEACH JAM 
WITH ORANGE 

(About 8 glasses, 6 fluid ounces 

each) 

Three and one-half cups pre 
pared fruit, 4% cups sugar, 1 box 
powdered fruit pectin, grated rind 
of one orange,

To prepare fruit, peel about 24, 
Ibs. fully ripe soft peaches; pit and 
grind or crush thoroughly 


Measure sugar—to which grated 
orange rind has been added—into 
dry dish and set aside until needed 
Measure prepared fruit into a 5 or 
6-quart kettle, filling up last cup 
or fraction of cup with water if 
necessary 

Place over hottest fire. Add 
powdered ‘fruit pectin, mix well, 
and continue stirring until mixture 
comes to a hard boil. At once pour 
in sugar. stirring constantly, (To 
reduce foaming. “% teaspoon butter 
may be added.) Continue stirring, 
bring to.a full rolling boil, and boil 
hard one minute. Remove from heat, 
skim, pour quickly. Paraffin hot 
jam at once

The amendments were made fol- 
lowing recommendations of a par- 
liamentary committee on the de- 
fence of Canada regulations and 
provide for hearing of objections 
from publishers of newspapers or 
periodicals which have been sus- 
pended and additional facilities for 
hearing objections for interned per- 
sons. 

Hon. Mr. Hyndman, formerly of 
Edmonton, retired from the Alberta 
supreme court bench in 1931 to be- 
come president of the pensions ap- 
peal court. He remained president 
until 1939 when he acted as a one- 
man committee to hear objections 
from persons interned under Can- 
ada’s war regulations. Louis D.

Defiance of French consular 
agents in many parts of the world 
in face of orders given by the 
Vichy pro-Nazi government, is evi- 
denced in many news reports re- 
ceived in Edmonton recently by E.

French forces in this city. 

During May and June, eight con- 
suls, vice-consuls and attaches of 
various French embassies resigned 
their posts because they refused to 
obey Vichy orders, and one Ameri- 
can handed back the French 
Legion of Honor decoration. 

In May, the vice-consul for 
France in Jerusalem refused to 
obey the orders from Vichy to 
leave Palestine and joined the Free 
French forces. 

During June, Jean Dreyfus, 
French consul in Massagua, Nicar- 
agua, turned in his resignation to 
the Vichy government, stating that 
the government's policy of col- 
laboration with Germany “is con- 
trary to the vital interests of 
France.” He also declared that all 
French residents of Nicaragua are 
supporting General de Gaulle, 


RESIGN POSITIONS 


Vice-consul for France in 
Smryna, Louis Lafarde resigned 
his post on June 9, and the follow- 
ing day, Mr. Lacarte, consul gen- 
eral for France in Istanbul, and 
Raymond Lacoste, first secretary 
of the French Embassy in Ankara, 
resigned their positions with the 
Vichy government and joined the 
Free French forces. 

In Washington, on June 13, 
Herve Alphand, attache to the em- 
bassy of France in Washington re- 
signed .his post in protest. Before 
the armistice, Mr. Alphand was 
head of the department of com- 
mercial agreements to the French 
ministry of trade and commerce. 
He is a son of Charles -Alphand, 
former French ambassador to 
Moscow and Berne.
